HOMEBREW POWER FOR THE ICOM. 2-AT 
(de KA2BKF) 


Below is a schematic for a simple and inexpensive substitute for ICOMs DC-1 for use on the IC-2AT. Onee 
you have the parts it shouldn't take more than an hour to build and test it. The circuit provides a stable 
10.8 volt source for the HT over a wide range of input voltages. As shown, it can be used on a filtered DC 
supply or in the car with no noticeable line noise or hun. 

This unit has some advantages over the commercially built model. The version from ICOM has an output 
voltage around 9.5v.. This one puts out:10.8 volts like the BP-5 battery pack for more power out. (about 2.3w 
as opposed to 1.9w). Another advantage is that one can put the input connector where it is most convenient: 
as the back of the rig makes it awkward to-use. The price is another important advantage. 

The heart of the circuit is an 8v regulator chip. By inserting diodes in the ground leg, the output 
voltage can be raised because the regulator is led to believe it must increase its voltage to put 8v back into 
the sensing leg (ground leg) through the voltage drop in the diodes. Each diode inserted will raise the 
output voltage 0.7v. Puting in 4 diodes will raise the output voltage from 8v to 10.8v because those: diodes 
will cut down on that 10.8 , putting 8 volts into the chip to make it happy and think it is doing it's job” 
right.-.The regulator used is ratéd at 1.5 amp maximum load and an absolute maximum input of 35v. If you have 
a heat sink you can put it on though it is not necessary. The circuit has to carry about 600ma.

Nolan Bushnell is perhaps the most 
noted name in sophisticated innovative digital 
black boxes. He has long messy hair, a beard 
«and thinks at a level that is years ahead of 
anyone else. You probably know him best as 
the_inventor_of "Pong" the first videogame 
that simulated table tennis introduced a scant 
12 years ago! Yes, videogames (like microcom- 
puting) isn't that old. Bushnell went on to 
found Atari which he later sold to Warner 
Communications. The rest is history. 

Bushnell has gone on to other things. 
He now heads a firm by the name of Catalyst 
Technologies. Without fanfare, he is quietly 
showing potential investors, production engi- 
neers and broadcasters another black box that 
he has come up with... a futuristic smart 
black_box called ACTV. It's pronounced 
"Active" but a better name would be "Inter- 
active." 


It promises to allow the public to 
select what they want to see on TV. That is, 
variations of the same programming! ACTV 
will also allow broadcasters to "preselect 
demographics and psychographics" and direct 
their advertising and programming to a spe- 
cific persuasion. 


ACTV is based (naturally) on new 
sophisticated microprocessors and TV produc- 
tion. methods. It is interactive as far as the 
consumer is concerned but is really a one-way 
transmission of multiplexed signals via normal 
transmission methods. What makes it unique is 
that viewers (or broadcasters) will be able to 


choose from the various multiplexed signal 


options. 


A viewer, for example, would be able 
to choose from three other views of the same 
play during a football game... sort of like cus- 
tom replays. As many as 16 different commer- 
cials could be transmitted during a single 
commercial break but the viewer would see 
only what the black box selects. You can 
even choose the "rating" of the commercial - 
from PG to X! (If no choice is made, you get 
the tame version.) 


Some individuals will contract to allow 
their black box selections to be "dumped" to 
ascertain demographic and psychographic indi- 
vidual and community profiles - Ten dollar 
words that indicate who you are and what you 
like. Advertisers will pay more for custom 
audiences that are more likely to buy their 
products. 


Among the program concepts on the 
horizon are interactive game shows, soap 
Operas, adult drama, personal help shows... 
you name it! Only the imagination limits the 
Possibility of ACTV. An exercise show is 
already in production whereby you choose the 
body part that needs shaping! And the TV will 
Femember_your_needs for the next exercise 


session! 


News programs can be set up by order 


of interest... you can choose expanded seg- 


ments... go right to the sports. And the 
microprocessor gets "trained" by your previous 
selections. Once "programmed" your television 
viewing will be adapted to you and will be 
completely unlike anyone elses... even though 
you are listening to the same channel! Wild? 


You bet! But so was "Pong" back in 1972.
